TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 10.—The defense in 
the Collins’ murder case that the men 
who have eworn that young Collins hired 
ihem to kill his father, are the2me¢eclves 
gulity of the crime. 

The sccond week of the trial closed at 
noon to-day after Attorney Godard, for the 
defense, had made his opening statement 
of two hours. The State rested its cose 
last night. Attorney Godard said to the 
jury that the defense would prove by four 
reliable witnesses, that on the morning of 
the murder, a colored man, carrving his 
shoes in his hands wae seen climbing cff 
the roof of a shed back of the Collins’ resi- 
dence. He said that he wouldd prove by 
these witnesses me Johnson Jordan ad- 
mitted having killed James S. Collings, and 
having laid plans so the suspicion would 
fail upon John Collins.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. W.—A re- 
port that the President intends to visit 
Cuba and Porto Rico at the first favora?ic 
Opportunity, has become known in the 
State, War and Navy Department, and bs 
the subject of serious speculation among 
Various officials. 

Among other things, there has been spon- 
taneous revival of the fiction tuat the 
Chief Executive could not pass the bound- 
aries of the United States without forteit- 
ing his office. It is peculiar how persistent 
is the notion, even among higher officials, 
that some constitutional restriction con- 
fines the executive to American soil, when, 
43 Aa matter of fact, although none of 
President MeKinley’s predecessors have 
ever left the country during their terms of 
office, their actions were alone affected by 
considerations of propriety or precedent 
which no one could hold apply in the pres- 
ent instance. 

It is pointed out, however, that it will 
be practically impossible for him to spare 
the time requisite for such an extended 
voyage as that to Porto Rico before Con- 
gress adjourns on March 4, which is, 
fortunately, about the best time of the 
year to make a short stay in the tropics. 

in all events, no thought is entertained 
of a presidential trip at the earliest to 
Havana before the Spanish flag is hauled 
down on January 1. Then no one will con- 
trovert the right as well as the advisa- 
bility of an Executive visit to the new 
American possessions, provided it does not 
involve too long an enforced absence from 
Washington. Hefore the outbreak of the 
war with Spain the expediency of a presi- 
dential visit to Hawaii was thoroughly 
canvassed, lt was held by competent 
authorities that the President would not 
be compelled to leave the jurisdiction. of 
the United States, even momentarily dur- 
ing such a tour as he would be construc- 
tively on American territory on a national 
veseel evén when on the high seas, 

When the President visits Porto Rico 
and Cuba he will undoubtedly be accom- 
panied by Mrs. McKinley and several mem- 
bers of the Cabinet with their wives, and 
althougn the stay of the party in each 
port visited will not te longer than a 
single day an absence of two weeks from 
Washington will be necessary. It is prob- 
able that Secretary Alger and several army 
ofticers will go to San Juan, Santiago, Ha- 
vana and other points in the island before 
the President's visit to those places.

wave has been unable to reach. That con- 
dition is due to a storm raging over the 
lake regions, and heading off the,colder 
currents from the West.

nearly 5 o’clock tn the evening. and with a 
loss of life as great as at San Juan hill, 
greater, indeed, in proportion to the num- 
ber of troops engaged.

The idea was suggested by Messrs. G. F. 
Potter and C. A. Avery of New York, who 
came to St. Louis and explained the scheme 
to President L. D. Kingsland of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. Mr. Kingsland 
thought the idea a good one and sent the 
gentlemen to Secretary James Arbuckle of 
the Latin-American Club. The appointment 
of the joint committee followed. 

The gentlemen mentioned are vice pres!i- 
dents of the company proposing to esetab- 
lish Western headquarters in St. Louis. It 
1S called the Commercial Transportation 
Company and James T. Russell. who is a 
son-in-law of Hon. Arthur Sewall, who 
was tne Democratic for Vice 


Sewall’s large fleet of merchant 
is in charge of the movement. 

general offices of the company will 

in New York and St. Louis will be the 

Zeneral Western headquarters. The pro- 

meters of the scheme thought first of 

making Chicago the Western headquarters 

but they ascertained that the foreign trade 

of St. Louls is much larger than that of 
Chicago, so they came here. 

In the opinion of Mr. Arbuckle, Mr. 
Kingsland and others the company’s op- 
erations wil] be of great benefit to both 
the exporters and importers of St. Louis. 
it relieves them of all trouble in making 
shipments... They will be able to bill a 
consignment of goods from St. Loule to 
any city in the world. and to order consign- 
ments from foreign parts without any 
trouble to themselves. 

The idea isto raise from $50,000 to $100.00 
capitalin St. Louis. It is preferred that the 
capital be distributed as widely as possible 
amorg local exporters and importers, in 
order to insure a deep interest in the con- 
cern among those who willl be asked to 
patronize it. 

Mr. Arbuckle has received a letter from 

Mr. Russell, in which he speaks in glowing 
terms of the possibilities of the enterprise, 
and particularly with reference to the ben- 
efits that should come to St. Louis from its 
operation. 
“It will certainly be of the greatest bene- 
fit to St. Louis,” sald Mr. Arbuckle, ‘It 
will widen the market for St. Louis pro- 
ducts immeasurably, and will make it easy 
for St. Louis exporters to ship to any point 
in the world. The company will relieve the 
shipper of all work and worry attendant 
upon making shipments by the present 
method, and will insure speedy delivery of 
goods. It will also be of benefit to im- 
porters,’
